£5  lis.  6d.  (Phillpot)  ;  an  engraved  silver-rilt 
rosewater  ewer,  inscribed  "  This  cup  was  taken 
by  Major  Ceorge  Halford,  commanding  the  2ud 
Battalion  of  the  59th  Regiment,  at  the  Storming 
of  St.  Sebastion,  from  the  Governor's  apartments 
in  the  Castle,  a.d.  1813,"  £500  (Wilton)  ;  a  Louis 
XVI.  clock,  by  Clodion,  72  guineas  (Falcke)  ; 
two  sets  of  four  Louis  XVI.  wall-lights  of 
ormolu,  90  guineas  and  85  guineas  (Abel)  ;  a 
life-size  bast  of  Madame  de  Pompadour,  310 
guineas  (Seligmann) ;  a*  small  Louis  AVI.  inlaid 
mahogany  cabinet,  surmounted  by  a  marble  slab 
with  bi-ass  gallery,  92  guineas  (Falcke) ;  a  Louis 
XVI.  cabinet  of  pollard  wood,  with  doors  and 
ends  inlaid  with  panels  of  black  and  gold  lacquer, 
I  and  with  Chinese  landscapes  and  buildings,  280
